high: school course
EST MUSICAXi APPRBCIATION

"A strong course of study of great
musical literature should be offered in
the high school," says Professor Will
Earhart, o Pittsburgh, in a prelimin-
ary report on music just issued by the
United States Bureau of Education.
"Musical appreciation is particularly
appropriate for third and fourth year
students. The course should include
the study of musical, history, iive& of
famous musicians, forms of musical
composition, aesthetics of music, etc."

Professor Earhart further urges in
report that the instruction be bas-

ed, on a large number of selected com-
positions, ancient and modern; ' that

the different means of musical ex-
pression be considered piano, or-
chestra, chorus, solo singing, solo in-
strument, chamber music, etc, and
that only the best and most character-
istic works of the various composers

studied, whether - song, sonata,
rondo, opera,, oratorio, or cantata. '

Professor Earhart and the members
the committee who are working

with him to reorganize secondary ed-
ucation in miusic appear to have no
objection to "canned music." In fact,
th,e report urges that a course in mu-
sical appreciation is now much more
practicable than formerly, because of
the great strides that have been- - made

the mechanical devices for repro-
ducing music the piano - player, the
talking machine, and the player or-
gan. "With th help of any or all of
these," says Professor Earhart, "and
the assistance of local musicians, In
addition to what the class and teacher
can provide, a course in musical ap-
preciation can be made of inestimable
value in the high school."
